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Phuthai 




is one of the ethnic groups which 
migrated from Southern China downward 
through Laos and Vietnam to cross the 
Mekhong River and settie in the Northeast part 
of Thailand. Puthai people live in several 
districts of Kalasin Province. They prefer to live 
by the mountains or highlands because they 
rely on natural resources for their dally 
consumption. They pick up fruit, eatable leaves 
and roots like bamboo shoot, and ant's eggs 
to make their food. Moreover, they make use 
of everlasting raw materials from bamboo trees. 
They can make rice-containers, baskets, pails, 
and other articles. Phuthai people have a strong 
belief in their traditional culture including 
communication, language, clothing, music, 
clothes making, wooden handicraft, etc. 


Cultural Village of 
Phuthai Koke^Kong 

is located on Phupan Moun¬ 
tain in Kuchinarai District, about 90 
kilometers northeast of Kalasin 
Province and approximately 650 
kilometers from Bangkok on highway 
no. 2042. Nakrai Village is situated 
further 3 kilometers further on the left 
off the highway by the laterite road. 

Cultural Village 
of Phuthai Koke-Kong 

is a small village of 130 
household families with a total popula¬ 
tion of 577. It lies near a small stream 
which flows all year round. It is essen¬ 
tial in dally life and causes the weather 
and temperature to be cool all year 
round as well. 

The village now offers to 
share and exchange their ways of living 
with outsiders who love nature and seek 
peace. Villagers are eager to host 
visitors or guests as their relatives and 
friends. Once group of newcomers 
enter the village, they will be welcomed 
by a Baisri Sookwan Ceremony with 
tradition dance and l-san food.

Moreover, traditional dances and music 
performances are shown while natural food 
dishes are being served with home made rice 
wine. Guests will have an opportunity to join 
by dancing RamPhuthai. or in an exchange per¬ 
formance throughout the reception. When the 
welcoming ceremony is over, guests separate 
to stay overnight with their volunteer host family. 

Honor the Ancestors 

This traditional Moh Yao ceremony 
occurs in the village. People help each other to 
prepare for this act. in which they thank their 
ancestors with good food, pray and dances.

The ceremony aims to treat 
sick Phuthai people. It is done by 
the Moh Yao to beg the ghost of the 
village to forgive unintention wrong¬ 
doings. It also cheers up patients or 
sick people through singing and 
dancing performances.

Phu Pha Wua National Park. 

The area of 4.000 rai neigbors the north 
side of the cultural village of Phuthai 
Koke-Kong. It is situated in a beautiful 
natural atmosphere with trails to enjoy 
water falls, cliffs.' trees and herbs. 



Phu Pha Phueng 

This park is 12 kilometers north of 
the village. It is a pretty natural park 
with land rocks, a view point, the Fha 
Mue Daeng Cave, and amazing natu¬ 
ral rock bridge 





Nong Hang - Huai Mang 
Village 

18 kilometers from the village, this 
village is famous for bamboo handi¬ 
craft works, such as rice containers, 
baskets, etc. 


Phu Fag National Park 
Dainosaur Fossil Foot Prints 
Located at Phu Fag National Park 
40 kilometers from the village, this 
displays natural shows. Dainosaur 
foot print fossils. They were found 
by primary school girls Patcharee 
and Kalayamas on November 16.
